(ACP) — A proposal to ensure academic freedom of students is being studied by 
University of California (Berkeley) professors. 



The issue of academic freedom 
arose, says the Daily Californian, 
when during loyalty -security 
checks, the Civil Service, Military 
Intelligence and Federal Bureau 
of Investigation requested infor- 
mation — other than related to 
the classroom — on prospective 
employees. 

The Professors* proposal is 
this: 

'This faculty asserts that 
freedom of discussion in the 
classroom and in academic con- 
sultation is fundamental' to

higher education. The essen- 
tial freedom of a university 
can be seriously jeopardized 
if 'argument and expression of 
opinion are inhibited, partic- 
ularly in those subjects which 
are held controversal in some 
quarters and at some moments 
in history. 

"Therefore, reports by a 
teacher concerning the beliefs, 
attitudes, activities and asso- 
ciations of a student regarding 
religion, politics and public af- 
fairs in general are not permis- 
sable when the reports are 
based on information acquired 
by the teacher" in the course 
of instruction or in the course 
of other student-teacher rela- 
tions that involves the student 
academic program." 
Employers generally get in- 
formation on students by asking 
their University professor and 
officials. 

Explains the Daily Californian: 
"Questions regarding student 
performance in the classroom, 
whether students were lazy, loud- ' 
mouths or cheated in examin- 
ations, are all logical and answer- 
able according to the committee's 
(professors') statement. The com- 
mittee believes, however, that 
questions regarding politics, re- 
ligion, activities and associations 
should not be answered if the 
University wants - to be regarded 
as. free.' ,

McGill Lecture Tonight 
On Man And Industry 

Tonight, at 8:15 pm, in Redpath Hall, Sir Geoffrey 
Vickers, V.C. will speak; on "Well-Being in an Industrial 
Society." His lecture, which ia open to the general public, 
will deal with various aspects of industrial relations, social 
work and comme/ce. 

Since his retirement in 1056, 
Sir Geoffrey has been Honorary 
Chairman of the Round Table on. 
Man and Industry, and has been 
interested in the impact of rapid 
industrialization of individual 
and social well-being. He feels, 
that the people who are respon- 
sible for making policy should 
collaborate more closely with 
social scientists and social work- 
ers, and with members of the 
professions In Identifying and 
understanding human implication 
in industrial expansion. 

A British solicitor, Sir Geof- 
frey Vickers received his educa- 
tion at Oundle School, Mcrton 
College and later, Oxford. 

He served as a Major in the 
first World War, when he won ■ 
his Victoria Cross, and was a 
Colonel with the Sherwood For- 
esters in World War IL In 1941 
he was Director Minister of Econ- 
omic Warfare and then became 
Deputy Director General, and la- 
ter Director General of the Ad- 
visory Board. 

After, spending the year 1043 
in the Foreign Office, he re- 
ceived his knighthood. 

In 1040 he became Legal ad- 
visor to the National Coal Board, 
and held this position for two 
years, after which he became a 
member of this council, and re- 
mained such until 1048. He was 
also a member of the London 
Passenger Transport Board from 
1041 to 1046, and has been on 
the Medical Research Council 
since 1952. 

This lecture, which Is open to 
the public, should be of interest 
to those concerned with social 
work, commerce, or Industrial 
Relations.

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The Charity Campaign 

McGill's Combined Charities Campaign opened yester- 
day and will run throughout this week. The money collec- 
ted in the drive will go to recipients on the local, national, 
and international levels. 

Forty per cent of the funds collected will be turned 
over to charities in the Montreal area. No McGill students, 
not even those who commute from the residential suburbs, 
could possibly be unaware of the privation and ugliness 
which characterizes so much of Montreal. 

Ten per cent of the money will go to the Springhill 
Relief Fund. If the Campaign's goal is reached, this means 
that the town will receive $500 from McGill — not a large 
sum, but one which will be of great immediate benefit to 
the families of the men lost in the mine. 

The remaining half of the funds will go the World 
University Service. This organization serves to provide 
scholarships for students from underdeveloped countries, 
and also conferences, tours, and seminars, which allow 
students to meet and exchange views freely, without res- 
triction as to their national and political affiliations. 

Despite the worthiness of their cause, such charity 
drives have in the past come under fire in these columns 
for the poor taste and unnecessary gimmickry which they 
displayed in publicizing their campaigns. 

There are some who disagree with charity on prin- 
ciple. The good society, they argue, would find means of 
alleviating poverty, ignorance, and the effects of accidental 
tragedy which did not depend on the capriciousness of 
individual generosity. But this Is patently not the good 
society, and for such students to refrain, on high-minded 
social principle, from giving a dollar or two to an- unques- 
tionably worthwhile cause, would seem to be preserving 
the principle at the expense of the high-mindedness. 

This • year's campaign is being conducted' without 
benefit of fanfare. Each student is simply being asked to 
give what he can, on his own behalf and on behalf of the 
university. There is no social coercion, no loud publicity, 
' no moralizing harangue. 

But for those who wish to give, the opportunity is 
there. 

Book Bargain Basement 

The University Book Store is currently holding its 
third annual paper-back book show in the Walter M. 
Stewart Room of the Students' Union. There are some' 900 
titles on display in this exhibition which has become a 
most popular tradition at McGill. 

Many students fail to realize that the University Book 
Store is not a privately-owned concession but rather a 
department of McGill operated solely for the benefit of 
the .students. The profits are always devoted to the sup- 
port of student activities such as the McGill Conference on 
World Affairs. 

The paper-backs on display in the Union are but a 
sampling of the thousands available today. They represent 
one of the greatest" achievements in the history of our 
culture since the discovery of the printing press. Through 
these inexpensive publications, the world's treasures can 
become part of everyone's library. No one should appre- 
ciate these paper-backs more than the student who has so 
many books to read and so very little money to spend. 

The Paper-Back Book show provides an excellent op- 
portunity for students to view arid purchase some of the 
outstanding works of our time and all time at "student 
prices".

the standard of the orchltectural 
course which, at present leads 
only to an ordinary B.A. Degree, 
and to develop the study of archi- 
tecture as a discipline rather 
than as a technical subject. 

The critical and analytical 
powers of the students will be 
extended somewhat further than 
at present by the introduction of 
a more thorough study of the 
history of architecture: broad and 
generalized lecture courses will 
be avoided and, wherever possi- 
ble, a specialized knowledge of 
members of other faculties is to 
be made available. 

Another completely new fea- 
ture of the course is the intro- 
duction of a series of lectures on 
Building Science which it is 
hoped will strengthen those lec- 



tures already given on the cons- 
truction of buildings. 

At the moment most architects 
stay three years in Cambridge. 
They usually complete the final 
two years of the A.R.I.B.A. cour- 
se elsewhere as the Diploma 
course here does not exempt 
them from the final examination 
of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects. 

The lecture program itself has 
been extended, as 44 lectures 
have been added to the Depart- 
ment's present list. The reliance 
it places on the assistance of 
other faculties is shown by the 
fact that 62 lectures will be given 
by visiting lecturers or members 
of the University outside the 
Fine Arts Faculty. 



Man Ages More Slowly at 
High Speeds — Scientist 



The mojit tantalizing prospect 
in man's space life — the poss- 
ibility that clocks slow down and 
men age more slowly at very 
high speeds — was endorsed 
several days ago by Dr. E.K. 
Goltra, an aviation medicine 
expert. 

By. all the rules known today, 
time cannot be turned backward. 
But as the speed of light, 186,000 
miles per second, is approached, 
all evidence, further proved by 
recent experiments at Columbia 
University, indicates that time 
docs slow down — compared 
with earthly time. 

The physical effect of this con- 
cept is illustrated by two ident- 
ical clocks. One remains on earth, 
the other takes off in à space 
ship at, say, half the speed of 
light. After ten years the earth- 
bound clock shows ten years have 
passed, but the space ship clock 
shows only 7.7 years of elapsed 
time. 

If the space, ship reaches 90 
per cent of the speed of light, 
the space clock shows only four 
years of elapsed time, while ten 
years have passed on earth. 

Using identical twins instead 
of identical clocks in the space 
experiment, the travelling twin 
would come home years younger 
than his stay-at-home brother, 
depending on his speed through 
space. 

Philosophical and biological 
objections to this concept have 
been heard. However, the prob- 
lem is not of immediate concern, 
but only of academic interest at
